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FOREWORD 


Since the enactment of the Selective Service and Training Act on 
September 16, 1940, the Veterans’ Administration has maintained a 
list of all laws enacted subsequent to that date which in any way 
affected veterans or their dependents. This list has been published 
from time to time by the Committee on Veterans’ Affairs and is now 
brought up to date to cover actions through the 2d session, 84th Con- 
gress. Previous lists have been published as follows: House Com- 
mittee Print 322, 8ist Congress, covering the period September 16, 
1940, to September 30, 1950; House Committee Print 208, 82d Con- 
gress, lst session, covering the period June 27, 1950, to November 1, 
1951; House Committee Print 306, 82d Congress, 2d session, covering 


the period June 27, 1950, to July 18, 1952; and House Committee 
Print 290, 83d Congress, 2d session, covering the period June 27, 1950, 
to September 3, 1954. The list of laws includes all enactments relating 
to veterans regardless of whether the legislation was handled by the 
Committee on Veterans’ Affairs or the Senate Committees on Finance 
or Labor and Public Welfare.

(5) provides for payments by VA, in 
cases where the deceased died in service or 
from service causes after December 1956 
and was not a currently and fully insured 
individual, of benefits to those survivors 
who would otherwise have been eligible 
for monthly benefits under the Social Se- 
curity Act in amounts which would have 
been payable under title II of that act, as 
determined and certified by the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

(6) includes (a) commissioned officers of 
the Public Health Service and of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, pegnodions of time of
